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Forty years after the discovery of I:!erculaneum. an-
other city, overpowered at the same time, was destin-
«d 1o be the partner of its disinterment, as well ae its
burial. This was Pompeii, the very name which has
heen almost forgotten. As it lay at a greater distance
irom Vesuvius than Herculaneum, the stream of lava
never reached it. [t was inhumed by showers of ash-
es, pumice and stone, which formed a bed of variable
depth from twelve to twenty feet, and which is easily
removed ; whereas the former cily was entomed in
ashes and lava to the depth of from seventy to one
hundred feet, With the exception of the upper sto-
ries of the houses, which were consumed by red hot
stones ejected from the volcano, or crushed by the
weight of matter collected on the roofs, we behold in
Pompeii a flourishing eity, nearly in the state in which
it existed nearly eighteen centuries ago. ‘

The buildings unaltered by newer fashions; the
paintings undimmed by the leaden touch of time;
household furniture left in the confusion of use; ar-
vicles of intrinsic value abandoned in the the hurry of
escape, yet safe from the robber, or scattered about as
they fell from the trembling hand which g:ould not
smfr or pause for the most valrmhh:_ possessions, and
in some instances, the bones of the inhabitants, bear-
ing sad testimony to the suddenness and coipleteness
of the calamity which overwhe!med them [Iu the
prison, skeletons of unfortunate men were iscovered,
their leg bones enclosed in shackles, and are so pre-
served in the musrum of Portici

[ noticed, said Mr. Simond, a striking memorial of
this mighty eruption, in the Forum opposite to the tem-
ple of Jupiter; a new altar of white marble, exquisite-
Iy beautiful, and apparent!ly just out of the hands el the
sculptor, had been erected there; an enclosure was
bhuilding around ; the mortar just dashed against the
side of the wall was but bali spread out; you saw the
Jong sliding stroke—but it never did return ; the hand
of the workman was suddenly arrested; and after the
lapse of 1800 years, the whole looked so fresh that
vou would almost imagine the mason was only gone
tc his dinner, and about 10 come back immediately to
finish his work! Wecan hardly conceive it possible
tor an event connected with the arts of former ages,
ever to-happen in future-times, equal in interest to the
resurrection of these Roman towns, unless it be the
re-appearance of the Phenician city of the Plain.

Tre Mexican Desr ro Excrisumen.—Mr. Falcon-
net, the agent of the Mexican bondholders in London,
informs the chairman of the committee that he has re-
ceived means from the government to pay the last
January dividend. For this purpose he had been
provided with orders on the various custom houses of
the Republie to receive all the maneys due for that
portion of duties appropriated to the foreign debt of
Mexico, He had also shipped $50,000 to Baring,
Bro's & Co. To provide against any deficiency the
government of Mexico delivered an assignment for
$280,000 on the American indemnity money, payable
in May next, to be returned to the Mexican Treasury
i the case only that the full amount of the advance
to be made, or its value, should have been shipged
from the different ports of the Repuhlic before it be-
come due. This amount is entireiy independent of
the sum of 24 millions previously assigned on account
ol arrears of dividend.

Union of the South for the Unlon and the Rights of
the South.

The Albany Patriot, an able and staunch demo-
cratic Southern Rights paper, edited and published
by Nelson Tift, Esq, is outin a series of well writ-
ten articles, in favor of a union of all parties of the
South in the Baltimore convention, on the basis of
the Georgia platform. We extract the following
from the Patriot of Friday last:

Re-uniox or SoutnerN Repusricans.—The more
we reflect upon the present condition of political
questions and political parties in Georgia, and other
sonthern States, the more firmly we are convinced
that it is the duty of all Southern Repulblicans to con-
cede to each other unimportant d?‘fereures of opinion,
which seem to be almost the only subjects of division
among us, and that the South sf?;ufd re-unile, upon
the old Democratic Republican and Stotes Rights creed,
in the Baltimore Convention. The effect of such a
course would be, to secure a correct policy in the
administration of the government and cessations of
attempts at interference with the domestic affairs of
the several States. If we are weak, and our rights
are in danger, it is owing to our divisions, and a re-
medy may be found in our union.

We agree in the principles of the old Republican
creed which bave been reiterated by the Baltimore
convention, and all parties in the south have agreed
that slavery agitation should cease, and that it 1s pro-
per, that a declaration to that effect should be made by
that party with which the Sout shall act. We neither
concede nor ask a surrender of principles; but we
ask that mutual concessions on unimportant ques-
tions and obsolete issues, and a fraternal spirit, shall
make way for a cordial union of Southern men upon
practical issues-the prineiples and the policy, which
should govern in conducting the affairs of the union.

In another article the editor says:

What then hinders our cordial union. and the con-
summation of our security ? [s it the finality of the
Compromise measures ? THESE HAVE BEEN ACQUI-
ESCED IN AND RECOGNIZED AS FINAL, BY ALL MEN OF
ALL PARTIES IN THE SOUTH, AND NO ONE SEEKS T0 DIS-
TUuRB THEM. There is no good reason then to op-
pose our union. and there are strong and weighty
reasons why ALL SOUTHERN MEN SHOULD
UNITE TO MAINTAIN THE PRINCIPLES AND
THE MEASURES WHICH WE HAVE INDICA-
TED.

We then call upon all Southern men whoare Dem-
ocratic Republicans and States Rights men in prin-
ciple, to unite with us, without regard to former po-
litical association, in the selection and support of
sound Democrats for President and Vice-President,
and in the support of that national policy which s in
agreement with our principles.
